WHO WILL PROMISE MOST? 


The Georgia primary, as well as that in 


California, furnish some evidence that 
promissors are on the wing and that he 
who will make a big, glib, juicy promise, 
however impossible or impractical, will 
gather a substantial vote, and may win. 


Mr. Talmadge, who ran second to 


Senator George in Georgia, has been one 
of the most bitter critics of the New Deal, 
a fact that would hardly be supposed to 
gain him heavy popularity in the South- 
land. Yet with bigger old age pensions, 
and free everything he outstripped Mr. 
Camp, the President's choice and ran 
Senator George a pretty hot race. 


Many conservative journals 
shudder 


when they read these extravagant prom- 
ises made by men who, if they tried the 
same tactics out on the stock exchange, 
would land with Mr. Whitney in jail. 
These conservatives, knowing that the 
promises if kept would hurt the country 
critically and seeing the cheering crowds 
who respond to them enthusiastically, can 
imagine their country in ruins. They do 
not give the great mass of people credit 
for the brains they really have. 


A man's intellect does not always im- 


mediately respond even to a gold brick 
scheme, but give him a fair chance to re- 
flect upon it, to consider the pros and 
cons, to visualize how it would probably 
work in practice, and he is likely to con- 
clude that it is worthless even though it 
had first fascinated him. 


The Roosevelt administration, which 


certainly took the palm in America for 
promises, seems somewhat dismayed and 
angered that others should promise more 
even though they meant to keep less. For 
a while Republicans, such as Mr. Chappie 
in Wisconsin, were inclined to meet one 
visionary promise with another of the 
same kind, and make the whole country 
demagogic, but better counsel prevailed. 


It is far more advisable to go down in 


defeat for a righteous cause and far more 
profitable in the long run, too, than to 
compromise with Satan. All of which is 
but another method of saying that politi- 
cal leaders should be true to themselves 
and support only measures in which they 
honestly believe or some day they will be 
found out and canned.

NO WAR IS PLAY 


Rather superficial observations have 


been cast at the American army for "play- 
ing" at war down at Fort Knox, Ky., while 
armies all over Europe arc girding for 
real battle. 


In fact it is a somewhat common prac- 


tice among the uninitiated in this country 
to look upon the National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserves as "toy soldiers," to re- 
gard the Regular Army as America's only 
true line of defense. 


Falsity of such ideas is quickly ob- 


served, however, when it is remembered 
that the United States in peace time has 
an enlisted strength of less than 200,000 
men, while most European nations, small 
in size and population compared to this 
nation, have over a million men" con- 
stantly in arms. 


The United States plan is to have a 


small standing army but to augment this 
by various reserve units among civilians 
who receive part-time training along mili- 
tary lines. 


The great question then is how best to 


train these civilian soldiers at least ex- 
pense to the government. Training in the 
mechanics of military life, drill, marks- 
manship, etc., is secured through corres- 
pondence courses, lectures, weekly drills, 
but much more important is the training 
of the officers who will be in command in 
the next war in the actual problems of 
planning ?nd executing combat maneu- 
vers. 


It was for this purpose that such war 


games as have been in progress in Ken- 
tucky the past two weeks were initiated, 
and this year's problem was the fifth of 
such exercises held. The officers are not 
playing at war in these exercises; they are 
planning and initiating battles with all the 
seriousness they would if there were ac- 
tual human lives involved. And they are 
getting the benefit of training under the 
few commanders that remain of America's 
graduates of the World war who are seek- 
ing to pass on to the new army the infor- 
mation, knowledge and experience they 
gained in that mighty struggle. 


But today's problem is even greater 


than that, for military technique has been 
practically revolutionized since the World 
war by the advances made in the air, in 
the power of weapons, in mechanized cav- 
alry, in communications. War today is 
geared to the high speed life of the every- 
day world, and this new speed, mobility 
and fire power demands greater ability on 
the part of commanders to properly con- 
trol the new forces. 


The maneuvers at Ft. Knox are built 


upon the belief that America should be 
prepared for another war. The pleasing 
but unsound notion that war-can be ban- 
ished from this earth has been completely 
overthrown by events of only the last few 
weeks. Whether America should be drawn 
into a European war again is another 
question, but certainly that danger is 
present. 


And America's 
army feels that it 


would be gross negligence, even mass 
slaughter, to throw this nation into an- 
other war as unprepared as we were at 
the start of the World war. For all the 
valiance of the soldiers, all the power of 
their weapons, will go for naught if there 
is not intelligent and experienced leader- 
ship to direct them from behind the lines.

Personal Health Talks

TENDON OF ACHILLES 


The heel cord, tendo calcaneus, or 


tendon of Achilles, is the thickest 
and strongest tendon or sinew in 
the body. It is the common tendon 
of the gastrocnemius and stoleus 
muscles which are the chief mus- 
cles of the calf. 
Contraction of 


these muscles extends or straight- 
ens out the foot on the leg, and 
this is important in propelling the 
body forward in walking or run- 
ning. 


The gastrocnemiu* and soleus 


and the Achilles tendon are nor- 
mally elastic enough to 
permit 


flexion of the foot on the leg to an 
angle, of 75 degrees. Many per- 
sons, however, have a shortened 
heel cord and cannot flex the foot 
to less than a right angle (90 de- 
grees) or something not to less 
than 100 degrees. This contraction 
of the tendon of Achilles is not 
enough to produce the deformity 
known as talipes equinus (club- 
foot in which only the ball of foot 
rests on the ground), but it makes 
the victim walk like a horse, a 
kneesprung horse. Medical name 
for this functional crippling'of the 
foot is Shaffer's foot 


One with Shaffer's foot cannot 


comfortably walk barefoot or with 
low heels, but prefers high heels. 
He or she cannot take long steps, 
but has to amble along in a char- 
acteristic trot As a rule the foot 
appears 
high-archefl 
and short. 


Walking causes aching or pain in 


thighs, knees, calves and under- 
neath the instep — glib merchants 
who have had a mail-order course 
in diagnosis and treatment of dis- 
eases and abnormalities of locomo- 
tion, generally infer from the pain 
in the sole that the transverse or 
some other mysterious arch re- 


may be gradually stretched by the 
use of apparatus 
especially 
de- 


signed for the purpose. Regular 
daily exercise in climbing and de- 
scending stairs or a hill barefoot 
or in moccasins or heeless sneaks 
corrects the trouble in many cases. 
Or merely coming down off from 
extremely high heels by gradual or 
easy stages—wearing progressively 
lower heels from month to month 
— will serve the purpose if this 
course is adopted early enough." 


In chronic and severe disability 


or crippling from contraction of 
the tendon of -Achilles it Is neces- 
sary to lengthen the tendon by 
plastic operation. Patient can re- 
sume use of the foot in three weeks.

How To Be Young 


Furthermore, young people con- 


sume more essential vitamines than 
adults, for they eat more, but burn 
up the excess calaries. Thu=:. they 
don't put on weight, but they do 
build up a surplus of essential vi- 
tamines. 


Vitamines occur in very 
small 


amounts, but exert a significant 
effect on our lives. If a yount; per- 
son were to consume twice as much 
varied foods as an adult, he'd prob- 
ably take in double the vitamine 
supply.

Urgent School Difficulty 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


An American Public School is about the last place one would invite 


the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children to investigate and 
correct Yet there are conditions in schools that are so hard on the chil- 
dren that they amount to cruelty. 


It is true that there are communities in some of our States which lack 


money to buy books, pay well-trained teachers or supply all the various 
needs of a school. We have to accept this condition today, but keep 
pushing the need for money for schools until it is forthcoming. It won't 
do to take for granted that what is, is right. Schools have to have 
money to do their work, and this work is the most important that society 
has to do. 


Lack of money is our most urgent difficulty. To it many of the hard- 


ships that school children undergo, must be laid. But what about the 
evils of programs? What about a program that allows high school fresh- 
man twenty minutes recess in a school day that lasts from 9 to 3:15? 
Poverty does not do that, unless you indict the intelligence of the pro- 
gram makers. Even the poorest community can provide rest time and 
play time, and bodily activity for their growing children. There is no 
excuse for such programs. 
They 


are a cruelty to children, inex- 
cusable on any ground. 


And what about the little chil- 


dren from six years up? They de- 
velop iheir bodies by using them 
actively. There is no growth worth 
the name that comes by sitting still, 
hushed in silence, held to a bench 
by iron order. That is cruelty to 
children. Their muscles ache and 
their nerves make them twitch. 
They cannot pay attention: they be- 
come restless and what is known 
in 
school as "disorderly." The 


teacher feels t-ho cannot release 
them, even v.-hcn she knows they

Wage scales in many 
industries doubled. Taxes, too, were 
drastic. As a result, the cost of do- 
ing business, as well as the cost of 
living, touched the highest .peaks 
we had ever known.

were 


squeezed. They had to pay more for 
their materials, labor, and taxes: 
but they could not charge more for 
the goods they made or the services 
they rendered. Railroads and utili- 
ties were especially hurt by this in- 
flation. However, most businesses 
made barrels of money out of the 
war. As a matter of fact, our prom- 
inence as the world's leading busi- 
ess country dates from 1914. 


If war should start tomorrow, I 


think that a similar pattern would 
be repeated. There would not be 
so much foreign selling of secur- 
ities as in 1914. The amount of for- 
•eign capital invested in our secur- 
ities is about the same; but Ameri- 
ca is considered a safer haven for 
money now than it was a quarter 
century ago. Nevertheless, 
there 


would probably be a sharp drop in 
our prices due to speculative sell- 
ing. The security exchanges might 
even be closed again. Not everyone, 
however, agrees with these con- 
clusions. 


Some investors, for instance, feel 


that the government would make 
this a "profitless war" *n an effort 
to keep the United States neutral. 
I doubt if this can be done efTcc- i 
lively. Other observers cannot un- j 
derstand how European powers can j 
pay us for our goods. They, how- i 
ever, can pay us.
